Unlawful Rates. 


The rates offare for passenger 
travel 


collected on tbe road 
running 
from 


this city to Santa Monica are tbe most 
exorbitant for a single 
mile collected 


on any road in tbe world. 
Tbe 
rates 


from Los Angeles to Santa 
Monica, 


which means a stopping 
place 
about 


three fourtbs of a mile from tbe land- 
ing, are seventy-live cents per passen- 
ger, but ifthe traveler wishes a ticket 
to the wharf he is charged 
one 
dollar. 


Thus it will be seen that for tbe privi- 
lege ofriding less than 
one mile on 


the Santa Monica road 
the passeuger 


is required to pay 
twenty-five 
cents. 


This is pretty high charges for a com- 
pany whose organ is constantly 
moan- 


ing over the exorbitant 
rate 9of the 


Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company. 


But the worst of it is that this immac- 
ulate little toy railroad 
violates the 


law and endangers 
its charter, it it bus 


one, every time it collects

ouly our opinion, but that of a

ber of businessmen 
in this city, that 


jftbe affairs of Temple & Workman 


go into bankruptcy, the creditors 
will 


receive at least twenty-five per 
cent, 


more than they will if it is closed 
up 


by the assignees. 
There are undoubt- 


edly a few interesting chapters in the
